When agiculture and Industry 
Join hands in any county for the 
betterment of the soil conserva­ 
tion in that territory as is being! 
done in Comanche County, Texas, 
something is going to come of it. 
That Is the opinion of Arthur B.i 
K?nnerly, Editor of the Farm & 
Ranch, in the following article 
taken from the July issue of that! 
publication: 
When a group of businessmen 
and farmers In any county be­ 
gin in earnest to consider doing 
something about their depleted 
soil, there is likely to be some­ 
thing done about it. At least, we 
t can draw» this conclusion from 
I what ha$ been done in Coman-1 
che County, Texas. 
This county lies in a sandy 
land area where the main crop * 
I is peanuts. Realizing that this i 
crop leaves the land in a condi- I 
tion subject to extreme erosion j 
from both wind and water, farm -) 
ers became interest«! in the pro­ 
gram of the AAA. 
The entire program to rebuild j 
the soil was built around just 
two legumes: vetch and Austrian! 
winter peas. Back in 1944 there 
were 27 farmers who went in to , 
the program to start it off. Their! 
number has grown steadily each 
year until the present time when 
1.325 farmers are seeding legume 
crops. 
Among 
the 
larger 
acreages 
planted to legumes. W. B. Barret 
! leads with 435 acres sowed to 
hairy vetch. He seeded the land, 
! last October and November, us- 
: ing 10 pounds of vetch and 60 
pounds of either oats or wheat 
! to the acre. Barret recommends 
) this kind of mixture since the 
small grain serves as a nurse crop 
for the vetch. 
Another large acreage of hairy 
vetch is found on the T. J. Wil­ 
liams 
farm, 
Williams 
used 
10 
pounds of vetch seed with 40 
pounds of oats per acre. He fer­ 
tilized using 200 pounds of 4-12-4 
¡fertilizer per acre. 
C. M. Albin seeded 240 acres 
to hairy vetch last October using 
a 
seed 
mixture 
containing 
10 
j pounds of vetch. 20 pounds of rye 
¡and 40 pounds of oats per acre. 
Albin says he gets best results 
from using 0-45-0 fertilizer at i 
the rate of 100 pounds per acre. 
Other growers use 0-20-0 ferti-; 
lizer, but generally apply from 
150 to 200 pounds per acre. 
So determined was Ben Loftis 
have a legume crop he drilled 
Austrian winter peas at night. He 
worked at a peanut thresher all 
day. and in order to get his cover 
crop planted in time, he was forc­ 
ed to work at night. As a further 


handicap, he had no drill and 
had to plant the peas in rows. 
Despite these disadvantages, Lof­ 
tis planted 45 acres of Austrian 
winter peas, sowing 20 pounds 
per acre. 
Many of the farmer» harvest 
vetch seed and under normal con­ 
ditions obtain about 300 pounds 
per acre. 
But these peanuts farmers of 
Comanche County place the main 
value on legumes because of one 
thing they do for the peanut 
crop following the winter legume. 
They increase the yields of pea­ 
nuts by 30% to 50%.
